Winning  the  Montpelier 
Christmas  Tournament,  and  the  Cape  Ann  Eastern  Division  Championship  paved  the  way  to  a 
berth  in  the  annual  Tech  Tourney.  The  season  was  highlighted  by  the  Generals'  first  100 
point  game  and  gave  Mr.  Kinney  the  300th  victory  of  his  coaching  career. 
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The  1975  track  team  had  a 
very  successful  season  by  win- 
ning the  Cape  Ann  League  Relays 
and  placing  second  in  the  Cape 
Ann  League  Meet.
